Milk and Cream Men 
Propose to Organize 


Creation of an association of milk 
and cream shippers to prevent the 
dictation of prices by the distribu- 
tors and manufacturers of these 
products, may be the outcome of the 
meeting in Calgary last week of pro- 
dueers for the Calgary market, and 
for Medicine Hat, Didsbury and 
other points. The milk and crear 
committees of the U.F.A., after a 
lengthy meeting, decided to ask all 
shippers to make a contribution of 
#1 per can, for the purpose of con- 
ducting an investigation into the 
feasibility of some such organiza- 
tion. This decision was due in large 
measure tothe information the com- 
mittee has obtained from H. W. 
Vanderhoof of the executive of the 
Fraser Valley Producers’ Associa- 
tion, who cited the results achieved 
by this association of British Co- 
lumbia producers in securing ade- 
quate terms from the distributors 
Mr. Vanderhoof chanced to be in 
Calgary on the oceasion of the meet- 
ing of milk shippers and he was 
called in to give his advice. He 
stated that the Fraser Valley associ- 
ation, after two years’ existence, 
now numbers in its membership 95 
per cent. of the milk producers of 
the Fraser Valley and controls the 
Fraser Valley and Vancouver mar- 
It 


handles 


kets for milk and cream. has a 
capital of $850,000 and 
milk products “annually worth over 
$2,000,000, and has a membership 
of 1,200 producers. 

A member of the milk and eream 
committee of the U.F.A. stated that 
there had been considerable dissat- 
isfaction among the producers of 
milk and cream during the past two 
years. “This, insofar as Calgary 
market is concerned,”’ he said, ‘was 
due to the amalgamation on March 
1, 1918, of the various creamery 
companies by which control of prac- 
tically the whole of the market for 
dairy products in the territory south 
of Red Deer was maintained in the 
hands of one company.

Mr. Vanderhoof said that the price 
to the consumer in Vancouver last 
winter was never more than 15¢e an 
imperial quart. In Seattle the price 
wasldcan American standard quart, 
which is 20 per cent less than an 
imperial quart. The producers, how- 
ever, felt that for some time past 
there has been too big a spread be- 
tween the price received by the pro- 
ducer and that paid by the con- 
sumer. When any inerease to the 
producer took place, the distributor 
increased his price propértionately 
much higher. When he found he 
could not beat down the producer, 
he tried unduly to inflate prices to 
the consumer. The Vancouver ecoun- 
cil held an investigation which re- 
ported that the producer was not 
only not charging too much, but 
that he would be justified in charg- 
ing more.

visions of the Income War ‘Vax Act. 
Phis does not appear to be generally 
known, and it appears that some per- 
200s ute Ol the opinion that they are 
on y requ.red to fie returns when forms 
are sent to then to do so. This is 
entirely wrong. All persons liable to 
Wixatlon must get forms for them- 
seives, elther by applying for these at 
nearest l’ost Office, or at the office of 
the Inspector of Taxation, Custoims 
building, Calgary 

For 1917, tncomes liable to taxation 
were those of single persons, widows 
or widowers without dependent chil 
dren where the amount exceeded 
$1,500, and those of married persons, 
widows or widowers with dependent 
children where the amount exceeded 
$3,000. The Act has been amended, 
however, and for 1918 taxable incomes 
are those 11 excess of $1,006 itr the 
case of single persons, and $2,v00 1n 
the case Of iarried persons, 

The amendment to the Act will

persons who Were not taxable for 1917 

Steps are being taken to trace any 
defaulters The penalties provided 
forin the Aet are not yet being im 
posed and an opportunity 1s still being 
given to those who are liable under the 
Act, and who have failed to comply 
with it to file returns ‘There is no 
doubt, however, that before long some 
prosecutions will be made, and it is, 
therefore, important that no risks be 

akenr, and that all whom the Act may 
effect should see that they are not 
incurring any of the penalties. 

There are many misunderstandings 
as to what income consists of, Among 
some of the smaller merchants and 
others there is an impression that the 
profitearned and left in the business 
isnot income. Vhis is wrong. Wheth 
er such profit is withdrawn or left in 
the fusiness it is income and should, 
therefore, be taken into account as 
such — It is also found that some peo 
ple engaged in farming or business, 
regard capital expenditures and oper 
ating expenses alike, as 
from gross income.
